| Thus 19 another Myſtery in the vext Chapter, Where that propheſylng Rv. 11+ 
begins. Thoſe two Witneſſes who prophefie in ſackcloth, hgnifie a few Verſe 3. 
Saints Who yet make a full Witzeſſe, trrnefſing Chrift in Spirit and & 
gainſt the ſpirit of Antichriſt. Theſe are the two Olives rrees,as having Veul- 4. 
their 26, s immediately from God, Zech.4.11,13; and theſe are - 
rwo Candleſticks, the true Church in Spirit * For the ſeven Candle» 
fhicks Were fallen, and gemoved out of their place rhrowghthe ApoFtaciz ; 
but theſe two Witneſſes bave the teſtimony of Jeſus, which is the Spi- 
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rit of Prophecie, Rev. 19.10, Which Spirit « that fire going out of 
their mouth, devouring their adverſaries : and that ſpirit of Avti- 
chriſt appearing in ſeveral forms, the dragon, the firſt beaſt,ſecond beaſt, 
Babylon, the great Whore , all is but the variow appearances of that 
oxe ſpirit of Antichrift in the Chriſtian Church ; for there Antichriſts 
ſeat ever Was, and is ſet up this day , though in « more glorious form, 
which i but the fleſh of the hore , Whoſe fleſh 14 now fairer , and her 
forms, her array more fine in ſcarlet, &c, Revel.16.4. Yet theſe two 
Witneſſes in ſackcloth , (Who Were alſo in former ages ) theſe few poor 
perſecuted Saints ftili ſtand up, burning her fl:ſh With fire, and by their 
propheſying, though in ſilence, plague men by ſhutting heaven , that the 
rain, (or Waters from above ) the teachings of God, fall not on their Fel- 
lowſhips ; and turning their Waters into blood, their formal Worſhips, 
ard teachings of men ; belowe, into the blood of adead man, Rev.16. 
3,4- Andal this theſe two Witneſſes do as oft as they Will ; Which needs 
m: ſt be none elſe but Chriſt in them, God in their fleſh, coming forth in 
power and ſpirit from them, plaguing and tormenting them Which dwell 


' onearth,1.e. earthly Chriftians and Churches alſ»9, For this, the two

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Witneſſes ſuffer (their ſnfferings being ſhadowed forth by that ſackcloth 
and bitterneſſe of the Book in their belly ) yet all this ts but the ſufferings 
of their fl:ſh, and filth of it ( as *twere in their belly) but yet they ſuffer 
With Chrift,and Chriſt [uffcrs in themfor they are ſlain Where our Lord 
Was cracified, that *s ( ſpiritually ) fleſhly Jerufalem , Chriſtian carnal 
Charches , Where ſpiritual Saints, and Chriſt in Spirit # ftill lain and 
cracifi:d : But after thret duys and abalf ( that 4 little longer then 
"Chri#t in fl-ſh lay buried) the Spirit of Life enters into thoſe dead and 
ynburied Witnefes , Who riſe With Chriſt, and Chriſt riſeth in them ;; 
yea,they aſcend in glory,a greater glory( at leaſt in the letter )then Chriſt 
aſcended ; for none but diſciples and es Were Witneſſes of his Reſur- 
reftion , and ſaw him aſcend ; but the aſcenſion of the Saints their vary 
enemies ſhall behold, 
The ſum of all 1s this : That Which this man Writes, be Writes not 4s 
a clear Truth to publiſh to the World, not to put off his earth,that heap of 
Here fie and Blaſphemy caſt upon him by enemies , to bury his name, and 
make it rot : nay, he ts content to lie wnburied yet , to the leathing of his 
perſon, that the people Who dwell on the earth may look on , rejoyce, and 
glory over bis dead carcaſe, lying in the ftreets of the great City,

The place 
appointed is Marzes Church , where I now preſent my 
ſelf to wait on you all, and to anſwer what ſhall be ob- 
jected, or to deſire a ſatisfactory Anſwer to this my 
Quere lam queſtioned for. 

That which have in private, I alſo profeſle in pub- 
like : Whatever I ſpake was not ſpoken as a Miniſter 
by outward Call, though twice T was made one ; nor as

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a gifted man knowing Chriſt, though once was ac- 
counted ſomebody by others, and by my ſelf alſo; but 
now I am nothing, know nothing;and let all men know 
ſoof me, that I can neither fee nor {peak (as Miniſters 
or gifted men ſhould) with any clearneſle in my ſelf,or 
conviction to others : but enquiring onely,and ſeeking 
the Lord our God, and David our King, This is that 
condition the Church ſhall be brought unto, into a 
Wilderneſſe , where no path nor company ſhall be to 
talk with ; but bcing left alqne, the Saints ſhalbbe all 
fetin a ſecking way; as the Prophets have foreto!d, 
That about Baby/oxs deſtruttions, and rheir deliverance 
from thence, F#dah and 1/rae/,thoſe who were a divided 
Kingdom in Church. fellowſhips, ſhall come rogether in 
one , tq ſeek the Lord their Gad, and the way to Zion ; that is, 
not the way to Church, as the Churches this day are 
divided about, by a confuſed prepoſterous way,ſeeking 
that firſt which ſhould be laſt (as if they had found the 
knowledge of the Lord Gad already); but firſt ſeek the 
Lord their God, and then the may to Siex ; that is, to know 
God dwelling inus, and our (elves the habitation of 
God ; for this is Zioy. 

Another Prophet points at a time thatall the Saints 
ſhall be left for many days without 4 King, and without a 
Prince,and withaut a Sacyifice, 4nd without an Image,and with- 
ont a9 Ephed , and withors a Teraphin : that is, without all 
publike Worſhip or Miniſtery, true or falſe : falſe they 
will not, and true they cannot have. [ Not a King nor 
Prince ] That is not meant of crowned men , or Civil 
Magiſtrates ; but, as I conceive, an Eccleſiaſtick or 
Church Ruler, Officer, or Miniſter of Chriſt, to go be- 
fore them;nor yet a Sacrifice or Ephod, orany Church- 
Qrginance ameng. tham, no: not the leaſt _ of 

J;to ; now-- 


knowfedge or enqui $ for an Ephod was theleaſt 
Ordinance under the Law (as all Ordinances under the 
Goſpel, are legal alſo), By an Ephod, men that were 
not Miniſters or Prieſts might enquire of the Lord in 
doubtful caſes,or in a diſtrelle, as David did,and as men 7 *m- 
donow adays ſeek by Faſting and Prayer : but this alſo iO. 
at laſt ſhall be taken from the Saints, and they ſhall ſit :9. 


ftill in ſubmiſſion and (lence, waiting for the Lord him- 


ſelf tocome and reveal himſelf to them ; then they ſhall Hol. 3.5.

fear the Lord and bis goodneſſe in the later days : that is,every 


Saint is yet running about, changing their ways, and Jer-2-35 


gadding abroad after one of theſe three, Men, Means, 
and Self : But the Saints, after they are wearied out 
with their whoredoms, ſhall return to their firſt huſ- ;** 
band, to God their Maker, of whom they firſt proceed- ' 
ed and came forth,and ſhall ſee God in their fleſh ; that 
is, David their King. This I have been ſeeking,and by 
ſeeking I finde in the Scriptures theſe ſeven things 
taught by the Spirit. 
irſt, That Chriſt is a myſtery, Col. 4. 3. 

Secondly , That the myhery is Chriſt in us the hope 
of glory, Cel.1.27. 
| hirdly That the riches of the glory of this myſtery » 

was kept ſecret ſince the world began , hid from ages 
and generations, and not made known to the ſons of 
men, Rom.16.25, 

Fourthly, That this myſtery of Chriſt in us the hope 
of gory; was manifeſted 6 revelation to the Apoſtles, 
an —_— and primitive Saints by the Spirit, Eph.3. 
3,4. Cot.1-26. 

Fifthly, That what was manifeſted tothem of the, 
myſtery of Chriſt, was onely made known in part then

— _a *: ledge of the Son of God, to a perfeft man , tothe the meaſure of 
the flature of the fulneſſe of Chriſt , or tull age of Chriſt : 
that is, in the myſterie to know the Son of God ſo in 
them, and themſelves in the Son, as tall and high in ſta- 
ture aS he, and taken up in the glory of the Son, and 
with him into God himſelf : For that. which was ma- 
nifeſted viſibly to men in the days of his fleſh, that 
Chriſt was made of a woman, formed and conceived 
in a virgin , brought forth and born into the world, 
_— in Zudea, dying in Jeruſalem, riling and aſcending 
into heaven ; all this was the manifeſtation of the my- 
ſterie of Chriſt in us the hope of glory, which was a 
truth from the beginning of the world, though not ma- 
nifeſted to the Saints before Chriſt came vilibly in the 
fleſh : yet then, even before, Chriſt was in the fleſh of 

_ the Saints , he wasall inall ; Chriſt the ſame to day, yeſter-

11,12,13 Chriſt was ſlain : And as Pau ſaid of himſelf, I fill up 

map what is behinde of the ſufferings of Chriſt in my fleſh : ſo the

Saints who werealſo from the beginning, ſuffered what 1 63.5; 
was before of the afflictions of Chriſt in their fleſh. 7 
Thus Chriſt hath been the onely man of ſorrows, and pyj.z. 
is ſtill ſuffering , till he ſhall riſein us. This neither ns 22,99 
Peter nor Paul had attained to, to know Chriſt riſen in 7 > 
them. Paul knew in part Chriſt , and him crucified, and 1 Per.r. 
defired to know alſo more fully the fellowſhip of his 73: _ 
ſufferings, (yet he knew net this ſo as thoſe, Rew.12.17. je,.,1, 
who overcame by the blood of the Lamb , who ſaw their ſuf- 22. 
ferings to be the ſufferings onely of the Son.) - But as =onokang 
for Chriſt riſen in them, the reſurrefren of the dead , Panl pared 
knewnot, nor was yet perfe&t, knowing not himſelf ak. 
and the Son one lvl man: Neither did Peter (though (3 
he ſuffered for Chriſt, and Chriſt io him ) ſee the day 
of Chriſt , or Chriſt as the day-Star riſen in his heart ; 
no, this was not tobe revealed till the laſt times z when 
Chriſt ſhould be ſo conceived and brought forth of a 
woman (the weakeſt Saint) that the weakeſt Saint 
ſhould ſee, not onely Chriſt in tkem the hope of glory, 
Chriſt formed in them , brought forth in them, _ 
in them, dying in them ;z but Chriſt riſing in them, an 
revealing himſelf ſo gloriouſly , as if he ſhould ſay, / 
1 am the root and the off- ſpring of David, the bright and mor- Rev. 21: 
ning-Star + T am he who was, and is, and is ts come + 1 was 
all 1n all in David before ; I was his root , from whom 
alone ſprung up all that he did,ſaid, or ſuffered , a'l D4- 
vids fruit and glory roſe up from Chriſt in him, and re- 
turnedtothe root, to Chriſt in Pavids loweſt and-moſt 
dead eſtate. So Chriſt is the off-ſpring alſo; and is alſo 
that tothe Saints today, as he was to David yeſterday, 
their ſubſtance, ſtrength, and ſong : But Chriſt in the 
Saints will be as the morning-Star,and riſe in more glo- 
ry.yet, when the new heaven and new eatth ſhall ; 
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Revel, and new Feruſalew {hall come down out of heayen, thar 
21-3: 1s, when God ſhall dwell with men on earth. 

Sixthly, This myſterie of Chriſt in us the hope of 
glory, of God manifeſt in mans fleſh, which was mani- 
felt and 1n part made known to the Apoſtles and Pri- 
mitive Saints before , hath been hid again from ages 
and generations, ever fince the Apoſtacie and ſpirit of 
Antichriſt came into the world with power,and fo hath 
been kept ſecret fince the(Antichriſtian) world begun, 
and not made known to the ſons of men. This 1s 

Plainly foretold in the old Prophets,and in thelaſt Pro- 
phet of the New Teſtament, who ſpeaking of things 
to come 1a the Apoſtacie and days of Antichriſt, faith, 
T hat he ſaw 4 Book written within, and 8nthe backſide ſealed 
with ſeven ſeals ; and no manin heaven, mor earth , nor under 
the earth, was able to open the Book, nor to look thereon, Rev. 
5.1,3- This Book 1s the myſterie of Chriſt, the Word 
of God, and the Book of God, in whom both the will 
and good will of God are written, and by whom all the 
counſe]s,decrees and deep things of God are declared : 
The myſteries of heaven , and all the treaſures of wil- 
dom and knowledge are hid in him, yet manifeſted, as 
I ſaid, to the Apoſtles, and Prophets, and Primitive 
Saints : But the Book was ſince ſealed, and that with 
ſeven ſeals ; thatis, perfe@ly ſealed , and ſealed from 
the ſeven Churches ; that 1s, from all. the Churches 
compriſed under the.number of feven ( for the ſeven 
ſeals have reference to thoſe ſeven Churches) now no 
Church ; yea, no-man in heaven, or earth, or under the 
earth, none in Church-fellowſhip,or not in fellowfhip z 
no man of never ſo high apprehenſion , or deep diſco- 
veries of ſpiritual.things, could:open or read the Book, 
orlook thereon, that's more :'inot.look:thereon , that 


is, ſince the Apoſtacie , Os man hath had ſcarce an out- 
ward knowl , not a knowledge of the myſtery of 
Chriſt in the Letter, much leſle in the Spirit ; not ſeen 
what was written without , much lefle within. This 
the old Prophets ſpake by the Spirit alſo, 1ſa-8. 16, 17. 
Binde up the Teſtimony, ſeal the Law amme my diſciples. The 
Teſtimony is the Book', the Word in the Letter ; the 
Law is the Spirit,the law of the Spirit of lite in Chriſt : 
The myſterie of Chriſt, both in the Letter, and Spirit 
of life, were bound and ſealed, and that from the diſci- 
ples of Chriſt : and therefore as Fohn wept, fo Iſaiah 
waits for him who hides hi face from the houſe of Facob , and 
looks for him, that is, for Chriſt, in whoſe face the glory 
of God ſhines, that was hid from the whole Church,cha 
houſe of Facob. So Tſai.29. 10; 11. The viſion of all s 
become as 4 book that is fealed, that neither learned ner un- 
learned could read it : Neither Prophet, nor Ruler, nor 
Seers, no Prophet in the Church, no ruling Elder , nor 
the moſt ſeeing ſpiritual member of the Church, could 
{ſee into the myſterie, nor look thereon : yea, the viſi- 
on of al], nothing was ſeen, not in the Spirit, ſcarce in 
the Letter : The Reaſon is given, verl. 13. Becauſe 
the fear of me is taught by the precepts of men : that is, the 
Knowledge and Worlkip of Chriſt was taught by mens 
Traditions, Forms framed by old Creeds and Councels, 
new Catechiſms and Confeſſions of Churches (as if the 
Scriptures and Spirit were not ſufficient to teach men 
all the knowledge of God and Chriſt clear enough) 
Therefore God proceeds to do a marvellous work and 


wonder; The wiſdom of their wiſe men ſhall periſh , and vhe 161; 29. 


wnder jt anding of the pr ud: nt fhall be hid, that both Fathers, 14 
Doctours and Divines could not read the Book, nor 


look thereon : Yet thereis a promiſe, verſ.18, T hat 7n 
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that day the ears of the deaf ; hear the words of the Book : 
they that erred in ſpirit ſhall come to underſtanding, and they 
that murmured, ſhall lears dottrine, ver{.24. 

Seventhly, That Bouk which was ſealed before,ſhall 
beopen again, and ſoitis, Rev.10.1,2. there the little 
Book is open. The myſterie of Chriſt in us is called a 
little Book, in oppoſitton to thoſe huge Tomes and 
mighty Volumes of Fathers, Councels, and Commen- 
tatours, Treatiles, &c. which have been all the days of 
Antichriſt : But m the day of Chriſt, when Chriſt ſhall 
appear in the Saints, then ſhall the myſterie be but a 
little Book ; 'tis no more then God manifeſt in mans 
feth. If a man conld manifeſt this myſterie to the 
world, as the Apoſtles could, there would be an'end of 
the Church controverlie this day : fcr, withont contro- 
werſie great ts the myſtery of edbzaeſſe, God manifeſt inthe fleſh, 
&c. But this ts that I would lay, That the myiter 
of God ſhall be more glorioully revealed in the laſt 
times, after Antichriſts | —unr— ty and deliverance of 
the Saints from the Apoſtacie, then ever it was by the 
Apoſtles themſelves at firſt. This I have ſhewn more 
fully in our private ſpeakings, and ſhall, if ealled to, 
givea publike account. 

But now it isenough,, that when the ſeventh Angel 
begins to ſound , the myſtery of God ſhall be finiſhed, 
as he hath declarcd by his ſervants the Prophets, Rewel. 
10.7, What is the myſtery of God, but the man Chriſt 
Jeſus ?-—how that man rs God, how God is manifeſt 
in mans fleſh; This hath beendeclared by the Prophets 
more fully then in the writings of the Apoſtles,except- 
ing Fohy, and he gives but ſome hints of that high and 
heavenly myſterte , which the Scriptures of the Pro- 
phets do more glorioully ſpeak out, by whom the my- 


ſtery 
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ſtery is revealed, though nor to them, Rom.16.27. 1 Pet. 
1. 13. compared, And as the Prophets did miriiſter 
not to themſelves, but to the Apoſtles ; fo the Apoſtles 
do miniſter many things of the myſtery of Chriſt nor 
to themſelves, but tous in theſe laſt times, to whom 
the myſterie of God ſhall be fulfilled , which was tv 
them revealed but 1n part, Rev. 10.7. 

I dare not ſay that any thing of this myiterie is re- 
vealed to me,nor yet darel deny the teachings of God: 
But what I have taught, as I would no man to truſt me, 
ſol wiſh all mentotry me, and to hold faſt that which 
isgood, This is all that I knoyy of this yet, if yet I 
know any thing : 

Firſt, That the Son and the Saints make one perfect 
man, and that the fulneſſe of the Godhead dwells in 
both in the ſame meaſure,though not in manifeſtation, 

Secondly, That the fulnefle of the Godhead ſhall be 
manifeſted in the fleſh of the Saints, as in the fleſh of 
the Son. 

Theſe two things , which others ſee as Hereſie and 
Blaſphemie, ſeem to me as Truths , both in Scriptures, 
and by that ſpirit which ſpeaks in me, If any man can 
convince moby proofs or power of Argument, I ſhall 
ſubmit and be filent. 

But becauſe I am forcibly commanded and called 
forth to ſpeak in publike,I ſhall according to the power 
of God in me, do theſe two things : Firſt, prove the 
Dodtrines by plain Scriptures. Secondly , then pro- 
pound my Arguments from thence, 

My proofs for the firſt, are from Chriſt and his Apo- 
ſtlesz both to me teach this one thing , vi7. That the 
fu!neſſe of the Godhead dwells in the Saints, as in the 
$00, ia the ſame meaſure, though not in the ſame ma- 

nifeſtation,

nifeſtation, he being in SM ſenſe anointed above 
his fellows, and God manifeſt in fleſh -: But ſeeing we 
are his Brethren, we have the ſame divine nature, our 
Fathers nature as full in us as he : and we being his bo. 
dy and fulnefle alſo, though the oil firſt appear poured 
forth on the Head, yet it runneth down to his hem, all 
his Members are anointed with him: yea, though the 
crown be onely put on the Head, yet every Member is 
crowned alſo with it : and though there ſhall be but 
one King in all the earth , yet all the Saints ſhall raign 
on earthalſo. How could this be, that ſo many ſhall 
raign at once, and yet but one King, if the Saints and 
the Son were not one perfe&t man ? And that the ful- 
neſfe of the Godhead is in both 1n the ſame meaſure, 
Chrift himſelf witnefſeth in thoſe words, Foh. 14.1. Let 
not your hearts be troubled : ye believe in God, believe alſo in me. 
The Saints before Chriſts coming , believed on God in 
Covenant, but not on God in Chriſt; that was the my. 
ſtery which Moſes himſelf ſaw not, nor ſhould fee the 
glory of God in the face of Chrilt ; for all that doQrine 
of free-grace and mercies, &c. was but Gods back 
parts : but now faith Chriſt, Te believe in Ged, believe al- 
ſotn me; that 1s, believe on God by me : for as Chriſt is 
onely the Way to the Father, verl.6. ſo the Father one- 
ly is the end and ultimate object of all our Chriſtian 
knowledge, faith and worſhip : therefore Chriſt addes 
this, ver{.2. 11 my Fathers henſe are many manſions. « What 
is the Fathers houſe, but the Father himſelf, God him- 
ſelf, the fulnefle of the Godhead ? There are manfi- 
ons init : thereis not onely a manſion for me, (faith 
Chriſt) in God, but manſions for you alſo in him ; I go 
t6 prepare a place for you. But how doth he prepare a place 
for themin the Godhead with himſelf 2 Why 'twas by

this. Paul prays for the Epheſians , that they may compre- 
hend with all Saints, what the bredth, ard length, and depth, 
and height ; and 10 know the love of Chriſt , which paſſeth all 
knowledge , that they may be filled with all the fulneſſe of God, 
Eph.3.18,19. Here's a great word and wonderful Glo- 
ry, a Myſtery that bath all dimenſions in it ; ſuch a 
height, thatno carnal man can reach unto ; a depth that 
none can dive into; alength that none can compaſlle 
the end thereof ; and ſuch a breadth, that none can 
comprehend with all their vaſt underſtandings : yet he 
u sthat they, with all Saints of the loweſt ſize, the 

eaſt capacity, may comprehend and know the love of 
Chriſt that paſleth all knowledge ; that is, the love of 
God in Chriſt, (as the Geneva notes well) that we ma 
be filled with all the fulneſſe of God ; that is, that all 
the fulneſle of the Godhead may be manifeſt to them 
and others alſo : that he prays for ; for they were al- 
ready filled with all the fulnefſe of God. Again, the 
Apoſtle 1s plainer in his proof, Cel.2.2.9.10. where he

and inherit all things : how could this be, but 
that the Son 1s in —_=_ , Godin theirfleſh > and 
ſo he is their God, and they are not onely his 
ſons, but his ſon. This ſeems to be a truth in it 
ſelf, though not manifeſt to them till they over- 
come. 

This overcoming is ſeven times repeated, Revel, 
2and 3. and once more here, Revel.21.7.

ſubmit tothe Godhead in us , when we ſhall ſee 
God onely manifeſt in.our fleſh , and the. fleſh no- 
thing, [wang gn , having,no.power nor wiſ- 
dom ; when thus wedeny our ſelves, follow me, 
ſaith Chriſt ; foHow- him who is our forerunner, 
and gone before inta the Holieſt, 1nto the fulneſle 
of the Godhead with him, then we are ſaid to over- 
come and inherite all things. God is our God, and 
we are his ſons, then this ſhall be manifeſt ; for Rev. 
22, 3. weſhall ſee his face, and his name ſhall be

HM aries days, the Saints ſuffered as Proteſtants , in 
Queen Elizabeths as Profeſlours ; in King Fames 's, 

as Puritans ; in King Charles 's, as Separatilts ; in our 
days, as Sectaries, Hereticks and Blaſphemers. Bur 
the Lord will give usa new name ſhortly himſelf, 

when ye ſhall leave your name 4s 4 curſe to my chaſen : for 
the Lord 50d ſhall ſlay thee, and call bus ſervants by another 


name, [lai. 65. 15, | 

So far concerving the proof of thoſe Truths, fo 
far as I conceive them to be. Nowl ſhall cometo 
the Arguments, which are three ; the firſt from the 
Old Teſtament, the ſecond from the New,the third 
from both. 

The firſt Ne ng is from 1/2. 61. 
thus : | 

Thoſe who are the anointed of God with Chriſt, 
to preach the Goſpel to the world, whom the 
world ſhall own as the onely Miniſters : of God, 
and honour as the Son, they have all the fulneſle 
of the Godhead as the Son, 

But the Saints are the anointed of God with 
Chriſt, to preach the Goſpel tothe world, and the 
world ſhall own them as the only Miniſters of Gad, 
and henour them as the Son, | 

Therefore the Saints ſhall haye the fulneſſe of the 
Godhead with the Son. 
There are four parts in the Argument to provein 
this Chapter, 
D 2 Firſt, 
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Firſt, The Saints = anointed. of God 
with Chriſt ; that's plain, /ſa}. 61. 1,3. The ſame 
Spirit 0- oil poured forth on the Son, is poured 
forth on the Saints , and that in the ſame ful- 
nefle. 

For ſecondly, They are anointed with him to 
preach the Goſpel to the world ; the Spirit was 
on him, that he might preach to the world, and 
they ſhall preach to the world alſo : For hey 
ſhall build the old waſtes , and ſhall raiſe up the former 
deſelations 5 they ſhall repair the waſte cities , the deſe- 
lations of many generations, Verle 4, What waſt- 
ings hath War made , not onely in the vilible 
world, but the inviſible ? In the inward man are 


.more waſtes ; and for many generations, men 


have been defolated of that glory once given 
them. Now torepair all things 1n x world, viſi- 
ble and inviſible; to build up the ruines made, not 
by Rome, but even by the moſt Reformed Churches; 
to raiſe up a new building, a City for God to dwell 
in 3 this is the work of the Son onely ; yet the Saints 
ſhall doitalſo ; but I believe the world hall be a 
little more waſted firſt. 

Thirdly , The world thall then own the Saints as 
the onely Miniſters of God, Verſ. 6. Ye ſhall be called 
the Prieſts of the Lord, and men ſhall call you the Miniſters 
of our God. 

Fourthly, 11 that ſee them, ſhall acknowledge that 
they are the ſeed which the Lord hath bliſſed, Verſe g. 
Now the blefled ſeed is Chriſt. Gal. 3. 16. He ſpeak- 
eth not of ſeeds, as of many. but of one, the ſeed, which i 
Chriſt. All the Saints being many (in fleſh) make

up but one Chriſt (1n (25) z yea, Godeven the 
x Father, that eternal Spirit, ſhall be manifeſt in their 
fleſh, as in his ; that not onely themſelves ſhall fee 
it, but all men-ſhall ſay , that they are the ſeed which the 
Lord hath m_ 

This full Diſcourſe and firſt Argument of Ma- 
ſter Erbury is ſet forth, not that any man ſhould ap- 
prove, but prove it ; not to juſtifie himſelf, but to be 
judged of all. He will not mention any thing in 
the Diſpute at preſent, being content to (uffer in fi- 
lence, and fit (till in his own abhorrency, while o- 
thers walk in their honour and applauſe, which he 
doth not envie them ; for they have their reward, 
and he his wages, that all men ſpeak evil of him:yet 
could he with a few words wipe off all his perfonal 
wrongs; but then he ſhould beſprinkle others with 
ſome.{pots and ſhame, which he is loth to do. Let 
the true God who judgeth righteouſly, cleer up all 
mens falſhoods (and truth alſo in his due time. 

This is all he hath now ro ſay, That as he firſt 

profeſſed he knew nothing, nor maintained any 
thing as dogmatical, but onely delivering his minde, 
drawn out to ſpeak, becaufe he ſhould not be lilent; 
ſo he eonfeſſeth himſelf not yet carried out of the 
way of further enquiry and ſeeking the Truth that 
God ſhall teach him, and not men , wiſhing all the 
Saints were in that way, to ceaſe from —_—_ 
i in his noſtrils, for wherein i be to be accounted of ? eſpe- | 
cially now , when the number of the Beaſt may be 18. 
read (in mens forcheads) to be the number of a 
manzand the Lord alone to be exalted in that day. 

Well, when wiſe men erre , and the princes of Zoan

Wait here a while for that Spirit and Power from 
on high to appear inus, walking in the Spirit of ho- 
lineſle, love and peace; and at laſt, yea,within a lit- 
tle, we ſhall be led forth out of this confuſion and 
Babylon,” wherein we yet are not cleerly knowing 
Truth nor Erronr, day nor night :, but in the evening there 
ſhall be light. a
